She was chosen because she 
eould effeciually speak several long passages of 
blank verse, which had proved at  rebear. 
cals too much for the elocution of all the other can 
didates forthe role. She hasn’t much of a voice 
for voealism, but contrived toescape disgrace iu 
-inging, While distinguishing herself in declama- 

ion. As forhow she looked, it is sufficient to 
remember thatas McKee Rankin’s, Sandy’s sweet- 
heart she roused the genuine jealousy of Mrs. 
Rankin’s Billy Piper, tosuch an extent that the 
wife refused to do any more actiug until there was 
a change of widders. Another of the pretty girls 
in the opera wasa daughter of Selina Dolaro, and 
you can realize the difficulty in getting her 
role of Melissa well taken if you 
bear in mind that Tennyson, in his 
‘*‘Princess’’—of which Gilbert’s work is a travesty— 
makes this young, creature so sensitively modest 
that she blushes at the mere naming of men. It 
was quite reasonable to pass the experienced 
actresses and select a novice, in any attempt to re- 
alize the poe!’sideal The experiments turned out 
very well, on the whole, and it struck me that the 
opera was all right fora successful run, I said 80 
to an old manager, and asked him if he didn’t agree 
with me. 

“No, I don’t,’’ he replied. “It looks good, but 
that first lift of the curtain settled it. It'll be a 
failure.”’

Cloudy weather and rain, northesst to south- 
east winds, lower barometer, slight rise in 
tem perature. 


GEORGIa VS. NORTH CAROLINA, 

The two leading cotton manufacturing 
states it the south are Georgia and North 
Carolina. On the first day of June, 1880, 
Georgia bad 40 mills, containing 200,974 spin- 
dies; North Carolina had 49 mills, contain- 
ing 102,767. Three yeurs anda half elapse 
and the account stands as follows: Georgia 
has 62 mille, containing 340,130 spindles; 
North Carolina has 92 mills, containing 213.,- 
362 spindies. North Carolina has more 
mills and Georgia more spindles. 
The activity and ambition of the 
two states in the direction of cotton manu- 
facturing do notgreatly vary. (Georgia has 
more capital, but North Carolina has more 
water powers. It isa snug race, and Georgia 
should look to her laurels, for the excess of 
mills in North Carolina is a menace to Geor- 
gia’s position at the head of thelist. We 
hope that every North Carolina mill will 
prosper and accumulate spindles, but at the 
same time we hope that Georgia will 
maintain her pre-eminence. The census 
of 1890 will tell the story of this 
interesting industrial contest between the two 
states. No other southern state is struggling 
for first place, although South Carolina and 
Maryland are no laggards when the number 
of spindles is regarded.

THE GREAT FLOODS. 

During the past week there was over seven- 
ty feet of water in the river at Cincinnati. 
The city was without a water supply, without 
gas, without alanding for steamboats, and 
almost without railroad communications, 
The flood was equally destructive at Pitts- 
burg, at Wheeling and at intermediate points, 
and during the present week the towns and 
farms between Cincinnati and Cairo will be 
devastated. Perhaps the following 
week will bring a similar af- 
fliction upon the people who live on 
the lower Mississippi and its tributaries. 
Such floods are becoming an annual afilic- 
tion. At Cincinnati in five cansecutive Feb- 
ruaries the heigth of the flood has varied from 
50 1-2 feet to 71 fect. In the previous years 

am floods were only rare occurrences. And 


bs v hopelessness of the situation makes it all 


“the more distressing. The city oi Cincinnati 
and the other towns on the river cannot well 
be lifted above bigh water mark, and there is 
no fgasible way to put back on the slopes 
of, ‘the great valley the trees and 
bushes and mosses and other 
_ obstruction that prevented floods before the 
ax of civilization gotinits work. The de- 
struction of forests invariably dwarfs streams 
in the hotseason of the year, and creates 
floods when heavy rains fail upon melting 
snows. Theconduit at the bottom is then 
insufficient, because the surplus water is 
thrown into itfrom smooth hill sides and 
well tilled bottoms. 

While it is too late to urge a change in the 
forestry of Ohio and Kentucky, 
and other central and fully-occu- 
pied states, it is not too late 
to suggest the adoption by general consent of 
a system of forestry in this state that would 
ward off such calamities as Obio is now an 
nually in dread of. True, we have in the 
spring no accumulation of snows, but if we 
destroy the forest areanear our streams,eve ry 
heavy downpour would suffice to create 
damaging floods, The lesson of the Ohio will 
be lost upon usif we place no check upon 

the destruction of our forests, ) 


THE GREELY RESCUE. 

The court of inquiry in the Proteus case 
has made its report. The court finds Lieuten- 
ant Garlington guilty of an error of judg 
mentin failing towait longer at Pandora 
harbor forthe purpose of connecting with 
the Yantic, the consort of the Proteus. The 
general conduct of the expedition, however, 
iscommended. We judge from this that the 
whole findingof the court isa sortof per- 
functory affair. The expedition was under 
the management of the chief signal officer, 
and its failure is due to the plundering of this 
official. Lieutenant Garlington’s orders, pre- 
pared in the signal service office, were equal 
te no orders atall. They were fitted to meet 
no emergency and they met none, 
so that from first to last 
Lieutenant Garlington, with no experience 
in polar navigation, was compelled to rely 
solely on his own judgment; and both his 
judgment and his manhood were put to the 
test, when upon the sinking of his ship he 
found that he had been sailing with a crew of 
pirates. 

Itis true that the courtof inquiry gives 
Hazen, the chief signal officer, credit for all 
the errors he committed, and for the general 
laxity of management in his department, but 
the report seems ready to excuse it all. The 
intelligent newspapers of the country have 
leng ago made up their ver 
dict with respect to the imbecile 
management of affairs in the signal service 
bureau, and that verdict is that Hazen would 
improve the service and meet the just expec- 
tations of the country by resigning. His of- 
fice has been brought into disrepute in more 
than one direction, and it is questionable if 
even his resignation, or, better still, his re- 
moval from a position, the duties of which, to 
gay the least, demand the exercise of discre- 

tion, would meet the ends of justice. 

Meantime, it is absolutely necessary that 
another expedition should be fitted out for 

the rescue ef the Greely party. This expedi-

tion will be under the control of the 
navy department, and it is to be hoped 
it will be managed with some discretion. 
The plan is to send two vessels to reach 
Upernavik, Greenland, by the 15th of May. 
From that point they are to make their way 
north atthe earliest moment. It has been 
suggested that another vessel besent through 
Davis strait still earlier to push forward at 
every risk to reach the shores of Baflin’s or 
Melville’s bay to rescue the Greely party, in 
the event they have succeeded in reaching 
Smith sound or the Danish settlements. In 
any event, the whaling vessels of New found- 
land will be asked to keep a sharp lookout on 
the ice floes for the missing men. 

The two vessels leaving Upernavik will go 
north together, making Littleton’s island 
their objective point. If the Greely party are 
not there, a house and astearn cutter with 
coal and supplies for a year are to be left in 
charge of an officerand two men. One of the 
vessels will then push through to Lady Frank- 
lin sound where the Greely party were sta- 
tioned, leaving stores and supplies at eligible 
points along the route. The second vessel 
will not enter the ice pack unless the first is 
disabled, but will patrol the Arctic sea in 
that neighborhood, search the shores and 
leave ‘supplies at various points. The 
vessels will winter at different 
points—one at Littleton island, and the other 
in Frankiin bay. 

This plan seems to be an excellent one, 
and it is an excellent one on paper; but who 
knows what the mysteries of the arctic re- 
gions have in store for this latest attempt to 
cuccor the foolhardy spirits who would fathom 
them It may bethat the pretty plan outlined 
will be found to be as futile, if not as fatal, 
as the hundreds of others that man has 
thought out in his puny efforts to overcome 
the polar ghosts. 


ATLANTA AT NEW ORLEANS. 

Never in her history was Atlanta put more 
squarely on her metal, than in the proposed 
exhibit at the New Orleans expotrition. 

Atlanta can make such a show there as will 
fill ali mouths with her praise, and astonish 
even her own citizens. The directors of the ex- 
position laughed when told that we needed 
40-000 feet for our exbibit, and asked what 
we would fill it with. If we can get all our 
manufacturers interested, and each man will 
send some of his productsto New Orleans, 
there won't be an inch to spare. 

The drift of capital is southward. The 
mills, factories and shops must come to the 
cotton field, the forest, and the mines. If 
Atlanta intends to maintain her supremacy, 
she must catch her share of this money and 
locate right here a large portion of the drift- 
ing industries. In no way can we do this so 
well as by showing at the coming world’s fair 
what we have done and what we are doing. 
an incomplete exhibit of our industries would 
be worse than no exhibit. A full one, made 
liberally and with spirit, would be worth more 
than we can tell. 

A meeting of the manufacturers of the city 
and those interested in the proposed exhibit, 
is called for Tuesday at 11 o’clock, at the 
mayor’s Office. Let every man interested be 
there!
